DESERT 


Last week a visitor was complain­ 
ing to me that the residents of Palm 
Springs know nothing of their town 
or the desert. Generalized statements 
of this type are usually prompted 
by some specific instance which in 
this case scented to he the name of 
the trees in the parking along Palm 
Canyon Drive. 
It would certainly be a fool­ 
hardy wager to offer even 
money rhat more than ten per­ 
cent of the residents of Palm 
Springs know the name of the 
tree and even more so that it 
made any difference to residents 
who do not know the name. But 
it docs make a difference 
to 
some of our visitors and if that 
is so the name is important. 
Some visitors are mildly suggest­ 
ing that the atmosphere of Palm 
Springs is changing from its for­ 
mer charming desert lure when 
the residents were interested in 
their desert and its restful life. 
The name of the green-arked tree 
in the parking along Palm Canyon 
Drive is the Parkinsonia and should 
not be confused with its close rela' 
tive, the Palo Verde. The Parkin- 
soma is a native of the desert coun­ 
try near the Colorado river. It is 
easily propagated and grows well in 
our section of the desert so has been 
extensively used in landscaping. In 
a few weeks it will be in blossom. 
Two weeks ago I received a 
letter from W . F. Grandy, in 
which he asked me to w rite of 
the damage done by the freez­ 
ing weather. Little damage was 
done by the freeze except to two 
shrubs, the desert lavender and 
the incense bush; the desert lav­ 
ender was frozen hadlv and 
many hushes of the incense hush 
w ere frosted bu the damage will 
probably not be more than par­ 
tial loss of the incense hush 
flower crop this year. Some of 
the annuals that were just grow ­ 
ing nicely were nipped hut re­ 
cent rains will bring about ger­ 
mination of more seed and it is 
not probable that much damage 
will be noticed. 
The verbena that makes the great 
Jesert display oi color was not hurt 
enough to speak of and we can look 
forward to its color far over the 
desert sands. There is plenty of 
moisture in the soil hut the cool 
weather, has retarded the plants so 
the flower season will be kiter than

Precious water, sufficient 
to 
irrigate all Southern California 
for several years, has been flow ­ 
ing into the ocean 
or 
desert 
lakes during the past few weeks, 
carrying w ith it rich 
top 
soil 
from farms and m ountain wa­ 
tersheds. All of this could have 
been avoided but for the narrow 
viewpoint of rival communities. 


For nearly a half century San Ber­ 
nardino, 
Riverside, 
and 
O range 
counties have been squabbling over 
w ater rights in the Santa A na river. 
T he 
opposing 
com m unities 
have 
spent enough money in the courts 
(in an attem pt to corner all of the 
supply) to pay for conserving 
the 
flood waters and thus could have in ­ 
sured ample supply for all if m odern 
m ethods of w ater conservation had 
been used. 
O range county has said 
"Y ou must not sink the w ater into 
the artesian basin at the headw aters 
because you will then get more than 
your share of the w ater." 
Riverside 
and San Bernardino have said 
to 
O range county, "If you are to build 
the Prado dam in lower Santa A na 
canyon to im pound the flood waters, 
we m ust reserve the right to hold all 
of th e water we can in the higher 
m ountains before it ever reaches 
Prado dam.” 
A nd so the argum ent 
has gone on, year after year, while 
the precious w ater has flowed u n ­ 
checked into the sea and was conse­ 
quently lost to all. 


Down in San Diego county, 
Fallbrook, Oceanside, and other 
communities have argued over 
the waters of the Santa M argue- 
rita and San Luis Rey rivers, 
w hich annually carry 
enough 
w ater into the sea 
to 
supply 
abundance for all the com m un­ 
ities participating in the squab­ 
ble. 
Fallbrook asks for 
5,000 
acre feet annually, but other dis­ 
tricts that claim prior rights 
say,

Y et during the tw o latest storms 
the w ater th at has gone to waste 
from the tw o rivers, if im pound­ 
ed behind dam s, 
would 
have 
been sufficient to give Fallbrook 
tw ice the quantity it asks, for 
a num ber of years to come, leav­ 
ing the other com m unities more 
than they are now receiving.

California on the north side of 
San G orgonio Pass, plainly visi­ 
ble from Palm Springs. 
W hy 
have there not been floods from 
that source?

the water in the wide canyon, 
beginning the spreading process 
high up in the m ountains in ev­ 
ery little tributary leading into 
the main canyon. 


N o doubt a sim ilar m ethod 
of 
flood control and w ater conservation 
would greatly decrease th e flood 
menace from canyons em ptying into 
Palm Canyon wash, thus not only 
increasing 
the

desert 
ranches all the w ay dow n to Indio, 
Coachella and the Saltón Sea, but 
incidentally would aid to prevent the 
destruction o f the ancient palm trees 
in the canyons and valuable property 
farther down. 


O ver a period o f years, more 
water falls in Southern Califor­ 
nia than is needed for domestic 
and 
irrigation 
purposes, 
and 
w ould be available for all time 
to come in abundance for ev­ 
ery irrigation district, tow n and 
city, if those interested would 
use their available 
filnds 
for 
flood control and w ater conser­ 
vation instead of contributing to 
attorneys in an attem pt to pre­ 
vent some other section from 
getting its portion. 


N ow th at the federal governm ent, 
through its W P A and P W A 
pro­ 
grams, and the state, through 
its 
six-year plan of flood control, are 
ready to assist com m unities in con­ 
servation, surely no one 
has

moral right to throw

Economic 
Highlights 


"M an propose», God disposes.” T hat 
ancient adage can be aptly applied to 
th e problem of flood control. 
F irst flood control m easure in this 
country was taken by New O rleans in 
1717, when a levee w as built. 
F irst 
F ederal action cam e in 1850, when 
congress appropriated $50,000 for 
a 
survey of the M ississippi. 
Since that, 
tim e billions of do llars 
have 
been 
sp en t by various u n its of governm ent 
in attem p ts to curb the destruction 
caused by great riv ers on a ram page. 
Since the great 1927 flood alone, sev­ 
eral hundreds of m illions of dollars 
have gone into dikes, levees, reser­ 
voirs. It was widely believed th at the 
flood m enace had a t la st been elim in­ 
ated. at least so far a s im portant cen 
te rs of population w ere 
concerned. 
Then cam e 1937, an d man-m ade de­ 
vice» again proved inadequate. 
As a result, flood control, past, pres­ 
ent and projected, h as again becom e 
a national issue, is engaging the atte n ­ 
tion of public men and engineers alike. 
Most flood control projects, as Nich­ 
olas Roosevelt w rites in the New York 
H erald Tribune, "are dealing w ith re­ 
sults, not causes. 
T h ey are seeking 
to curb the dam age of th e w aters, not 
to curb the w aters them selves.” 
If 
the w aters are to be curbed, land now 
given to cultivation m u st be returned 
to grass and woods, in order to hold 
rain and prevent excessive run-off. Ex­ 
perim ents have show n th at w here the 
run-off in a grazed, cleared lot is nine 
per cent, the run-off in a sim ilar wa­ 
tershed which is ungrazed and tim b er­ 
ed will be as little as one-sixth of one 
per cent. 
Obvious question is. why, then, have 
we spent our m illions for dam s and 
levees and reservoirs w hen we m ight 
have curbed the w ater a t its source? 
lu 1927, according to Tim e, arm y 
engineers pointed out th a t to reduce a 
M ississippi flood one foot would re­ 
quire the holding out of 7,000.000 to 
11,000,000 acre-feet of w ater. 
If 8,­ 
000,000 acres of reforested land held 
back just a half-inch inore w ater than 
would flow off cu ltiv ated farm land, 
a flood would be reduced a half-inch 
and no more. 
Sim ilar objections were 
brought out by the a rm y to th e build­ 
ing of headw ater reserv o irs— it was 
said that at least $1.000.000,000 would 
be required if spent fo r this purpose, 
to do as m uch good as $300.000,000 
w orth of levees. 
T his gives some idea of the m agni­ 
tude of the problem . 
And the upshot 
is, according to T u rn e r C atledge of 
th e New York T im es, th at it is now 
proposed to prom ote 
a 
coordinated 
long-time program d ealin g with refor­ 
estation, up-stream control, prevention 
of soil erosion, 
etc., 
all 
m easures 
w hich would steady th e flow of w ater 
to the sea- 
T he evidence is now com ­ 
plete th at our past activ ities 
have 
been too scattered to really solve the 
problem —we m ust a d o p t the scietiftc 
approach. 
It is estim ated that a t least 
20 years would be required to com ­ 
plete such a program . 
In the m eantim e, 270 different con­ 
trol projects have been authorized, at 
a cost of $300,000.000 by th e 
Flood 
Control A ct of 1936. 
T hey will affect 
every state, and be located in 
31 
states. 
They include reserv o irs 
for j 
th e 
M errim ac. R iver Valley in Ver­ 
m ont and M assachusetts; levees along 
th e Susquehanna; a n o th er series 
of 
reservoirs in Pennsylvania, V irginia 
and K entucky; levees along th e upper 
M ississippi in Iowa, Illinois and Mis­ 
souri; levees, reservoirs and debris 
basins in Southern California.
